properties used for public, religious or charitable purposes.

directing that "uniform ity shall not be required in the case of income, 
inheritance, estate and other excise taxes w hich m ay be graded or g ra d ­ 
uated and provide foi exem ptions." 
It fu rth e r would perm it exem ption 
from taxation of “a uniform value in m oney of th e total taxable va 
of each person's property, or ot tlie taxable value ol hom esteads. 
H ere is constitutional au th o rity for a very m aterial extension of 
the Legislature's tax exem ption powers. 
W h e th e r the people of l i e 
stale w ant to h a n d over such powers; w hether, present safeguards re ­ 
moved the way would be opened to discrim inatory taxation against cei- 
ta in sections of the state or certain classes of taxable*, are m atters for 
th e people them selves to decide. 
B ut they should vote on Hie a m e n d ­ 
m ent w ith th eir eyes open to all its connotations and im plications, its 
possible d angers and disadvantages as welt as its possible benefits. 
T h e am endm ent is not only a graded income tax am en d m en . 
would perm it a graded income tax. but it would perm it m uch more. 
It 
would m ake available alm ost infinite opportunities for using state taxes 


for discrim inatory and oppressive purposes. 
T he o v e rta x e d . people of Pennsylvania should acquaint them se ves 
thoroughly witb thp serious potentialities of this am endm ent, in the 
sh o rt time left before election day, so they m ay have a clear realization 


of w hat it m eans before they vote for or against it. 


DUMB DESPERADOES 
Desperadoes th in k they are sm art, but actually they are very dumb. 
I m ’ead of profiting bv. the sad experiences of their predecessors, they 
unwisely think they art- so clever that they can outw it the law. 
Som e­ 
tim es they succeed for a tune, but in the end they always lose. 
Al Brady, the la’e public enemy No. 1. and his com panion in crime 
are the latest to go to their graves because they were so stupid as to be­ 
lieve th a t they could e.-eape forever the clutches of the law. 
T he G -m e n weic th e nemesis of B rady as they were of Dillingei, 
P retty Boy Floyd, Baby Face Nelson, Alvin K arpis and others who in 
recent years terrorized the country with their robberies, kidnapings and 


m urders. 
Before the G -m e n got in ’o action several years ago, gangsters h ad 
not so m uch to fear. 
W hen they com m itted a crim e in one state, they 
fled to another. 
By changing the scene of their operations, it was d if­ 
ficult for state law enforcem ent officers to track them down. 
But, ny 
federal law, the G -m en are not bound by state lines. 
T he whole co u n ­ 


try is their field and they cover it well. 
The B rady cap’ure is a good illustration of how gangsters cannot 
elude the G -m en 
B rady and his gang worked th ru o u t the middle west, 
but the FBI officers trapped and killed him in Maine, h u n d red s of miles 
away from the states which w anted him for robberies, m urders and prison 


escapes. 
But the task of the Fed< ral B ureau of Investigation officers never 
ends, because there is always someone foolish enough to think he can 
su ccw d w here Brady, Dillinger, Nelson. Floyd, K arpis an d other failed 
G angsters never seem to learn. 
But if they were intelligent they 
w ouldn't be gangsters, for they would know th a t crim e never pays.

ail m eet the sam e fate, sooner or later 
d eath from an officers bullet or

Our department is charged 
with responsibility of not only keep­ 
ing the hot mills supplied with bar 
i sufficient for its daily needs, but in 
giving it to them in sufficient grad- 
l nation of width to meet the various 
size rolls.

Tin bar is the commercial name 
for the steel bars which come from 
the steel mills in railroad cars. Each
